Efizs McKean, Jonathan E, McKunick and Albert Harris, and their aseo-
ciates and assigus, be and they are hereby constituted a body corporate
and politic for the purposes hereinafter mentioned by the name of the
« Stillwater F'e:rﬁv Company” for the term of fifteen years; and by that
name they and their succesaiors ehall be, and they are hereby, made capa-
bla in law to contract, and be contracted with, sua and be sued, plead and
